Washington—A new code of ethics 


for numbers of congress may result 
from the revelations that several of 
the most prominent "dry" champions 
m the honse and senate have been on 
the payroll of the Anti-Saloon League, 
as public speakers.

as reprehensible 
as the nrging of 


voters by another "group or organiza- 
tion which pays for its workers.

$2,000,000 and that votes were ob- 
tained through paid "- watchers. th« 
Missouri senator now turns the spot-

But the striking thing which Senat- 


or Reed has uncovered and on which 
there probably will be no parallel on 
the "wet" eide is the fact that mem- 
bers of congress are hired to make 
speeches for the dry cause and are 
paid substantial fees for so doing. 


AGAINST CONGRESS CODE 
It has long been an unwritten rule 


in Washington that members of con- 
gress shall not have a pecuniary in- 
terest in any legislation pending be- 
fore congress. Indeed, this is carried 
so far that Washington's correspond- 
ents are not even given the privileges 
of the press galleries if they happen 
to be employed also by organizations 
seeking to influence-congress to adopt 
or ki!l pending legislation. Not long 
ago Senator 
Wheeler of Montana, 


Democrat, was indicted because it was 
alleged he accepted a fee for appear- 
ing as counsel before a government 
department on behalf of a constituent. 
Ho was subsequently acquitted of the 
charge. So also in the case of a mem- 
ber of the tariff commission who was 
disqualified by act of congress from 
sitting in Judgment on a matter of 
tariff duties on a commodity in which 
his family was interested. 


Many members of congress lecture 


during the summer months. Some 
make speeches for pay during the 
session of congress. These are usual- 
ly for isolated organizations. With the 
exception of tho Anti-Saloon League

A WORTHWHILE LAW 


The bill before congress known as the 


Cummins-Yates measure, which provides 
t-evero punishment for the transportation 
of Molen goodh from one state to another 
and the receiving of stolen goods trans- 
ported from another state, is designed to 
remedy a weakness in dealing with crime 
that undoubtedly needs strengthening. 
The bill is the mil growth of raids made by 
liandits out of metropolitan centers like 
Chicago into adjoining htate.» and the ship^ 
ping of loot to that and Mirroundiug i-iti.es 
for disposition. The places which receive 
these stolen goods are known as fences. 


The ease with which stolen goods may 


br> transported to another state by auto- 
mobile ha.s made it exceedingly difficult to 
recover the goods and even more difficult 
to bring back the robbers for trial. 3n 
some instances extradition is a slow and 
tedious process and occasionally it is suc- 
cessfully resisted. 
So long as our police 


officers and courts are compelled to oper- 
aie under state laws, we arc at a disadvan- 
tage in combating these criminal raids. 
Once they are within the jurisdiction of 
the federal courts, with heavy penalties 
attached, the problem will be greatly sim- 
plified. 
Criminals of this sort are given 


short shrift in federal courts and gener- 
ally heavy punishment. Delays and tech- 
nicalities which today succeed in state and 
local courts arc seldom of avail before 
federal judges. 


The Cummins-Yates bill should be 


adopted before the present session of con- 
gress adjourns.

THIS IS Jl'ST EYE WASH 


Strange though it may seem, I believe in. 


very occasional applications of water, even a 
soap here and there, to the surface of. the 


oh. 
t of 


body. 


But only to the surface my conception or know- 
ledge 
of 
physiology, 
hygiene, bacteriology and 


pathology is wrong, it is a mistake to carry the at- 
tempt at cleanliness below the surface or into the 
interior of the body. 
I believe 
a 
considerable 
amount 
of disease 


among people who purport to be very «leanly is 
due to insufficiently 
frequent 
washing of 
the 


hands with soap and water; of course 1 mean'that 
more rigid rules about that little ceremony before 
eating would prevent in a good many cases the 
conveyance of the germs or parasitic eggs into 
the month. 1 do not mean to suggest that clean 
hands have any positive effect on anybody's health. 
I know that people who are esthetically dirty may 
have as good or "better health than people who are 
exquisitely clean of body. 
It does seem to me that the to do and fuss a 


good many people make about the rite of brushing 
the teeth 'is out of reasonable proportion with the 
farce they are likely to 
make of washing their 


hands. 
Recently in this . column I quoted from 
a line 


health book about food and nutrition just issued 
hy Prof. E. V. McCollum of the Johns Hopkins 
school of hygiene and I condemned a morbid sug- 
sre&tion which I found in the book, about the habit 
of drinking a large amount of water each morning 
water containing a teaspoonful of salt to the pint) 
to wash out the intestinal tract. 


Never try to insert in. your ear anything small- 


er than your elbow, a great aurist once advised, 
and I think he gave sound advice. 
When we were preparing for war a young doctor 


made each soldier in the company under his care 
sargle the throat and spray the nasal 
passages 


carefully (under supervision) twice daily, 
night 


and morning, when the flu epidemic was raging, 
and no man in the company developed the flu, al- 
though 110 other company in the same post 
es- 


caped. That was about the strongest evidence I 
have ever heard in favor of the practice of using 
gargle or spray regularly with a view to preventing 
respiratory infection. I do not believe, 
however. 


that any such practice is worth while, and I should 
not employ it personally if I were professionally 
attenBing patients during such an epidemic. 
I 


hould prefer to rely on nature's own germicidal 
secretions. 
One of tlie most persistent popular fancies is 


that some kind of eye wash or eye drops applied 
regularly or habitually will rest tired eyes, bright- 
en dull "eyes- prevent reddening of the eyes or oth- 
erwise improve the appearance or function of the 
eyes. This is a. notion which has' no real founda- 
tion. It is sufficient to bathe or lave the eyes with 
the eyelids closed. Except for the treatment of dis- 
ease conditions, under medical direction, jio wash 
or eye drops should be put 
in the eyes, in. my 


opinion. 
Now it may be that the occasional or temporary 


use of isotonic salt solution for bathing or wash- 
ing the lining of the eyelids or the ball of the eye 
is harmless (that means a 
level teaspoonful 
of 


table salt in a pint of boiled water, no more and 
no less): or it may be'that the use for a few days 
of a solution, of 10 grains of boric acid in an ounce 
of boiled water, where an antiseptic is required, is 
equally harmless. But I- bhould use none of these 
things in my own eyes unless my physician 
or 


oculist advised me to do so.

In addition to Mr. Babson's 
comments on the general employment 
situation, he includes some good ad- 
vice to our June graduates. His com- 
plete statement is as follows: 


EMPLOYMENT STATISTICS 
'Statistics on employment always 


show a favorable trend at this time 
of year compared with the 
winter 


months, but they are not showing UP 
quite so well today as compared with 
a year ago. These statistics show that 
there has been a slightly downwaid 
movement both in employment and 
payroll trends during the past four 
months. 
This slackening has, how- 


ever, been gradual and no definite in- 
dustry has been severely affected. As 
a result, labor supply is now plentiful 
in practically all industries and labor 
disturbances are few. As employment 
slackens, the efficiency of the workers 
correspondingly increases. 


"The slackening in the demand for 


labor baa not been sufficient to affect 
wages. Although the trend in the cost 
of living has been slightly downward 
since February, yet 
the recent in- 


crease in retail food prices should cur- 
tail further decreases during the sum- 
mer. Statistics further show that wage 
increases still greatly exceed wage re- 
ductions although these 
increases 


have been voluntary 
and 
brought 


about "without strikes. The only bad 
industrial situation today is at Passiac, 
N. J, although certain of the rail- 
road employes threaten to strike this 
fall for war time wages. The failure 
of the general strike in England is 
having & sobering 
effect throughout 


the industrial and financial world es- 
pecially in connection witn investment 
prices. 


LOCALITIES DIFFER 


'There always are good opportun- 


ities in every state, province, and city 
although, of course, there are certain 
spots which are especially bright at 
the time being. For instance, in the 
northern group of states, Michigan 
continues to offer the best opportun- 
ities; in the eastern sattcs. New Jer- 
sey leads; 
in the 
south, Alabama 


leads; in the central west, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma, 
while California is 


temporarily me brightest spot on the 
Pacific coast. In the case of Canada, 
the mining regions north of Toronto 
and the section in Quebec which is 
tributary to the new great "water pow- 
er development which the Aluminum 
Company of America has taken over 
from the Duke-Price company offer 
exceptional opportunities. A study of 
employment statistics indicates clear- 
ly, however, that sections do not differ 
much at the present time.

brother James Ryan at that time were!

and proprietors.

"Tour Lawrence Street article was

As c. boy of eleven years 
I became a printer's apprentice on 
Capt. John N. Stone's Daily Times, 
carrying the paper during 1872-73. 
One of the subscribers was Eben 
Rexford. then a student in Tjawrence 
tlniversity.

. Capt. Stone suggested that Rexford 


might -write a Carrier's Address for 
me. which I could sell on New Tear's 
Bay 1S73. The idea was a, good one. 
The Times printed the brochure, a

low zero and the Address apparently 
new to my list of subscribers, only 
a few copies were sold in spite of my 
most earnest endea.vor to give every 
reader on my route an opportunity to 
invest!

Ureen Ray, just out- 
side the old fort, was thereafter the 
recognir-ed home of the Ryan family, 
and the subject of this sketch re- 
mained there until 1S4S.

commenced editing the Green Bay 
Republican. That paper was started 
in September. 1S41. by Charles C. P. 
Arndt. who was its editor until he 
was shot in the territorial assembly 
in. 1S42, during an 
altercation, by 


James 
R, Vineyard. 
representative 


from (.Srant county. In those days the 
governor and council appointed the 
sheriffs and many other officers who 
are now elected by the people, and 
the quarrel occurred over some mat- 
ter of this kind. It was claimed that 
the shooting had been done in self 
defense and 
that Arndt had 
made 


threats, so that Vineyard merely got 
in his work ahead. After Arndt was 
killed The Republican was edited at 
haphazard. Morgan !.,. Martin and a 
number of other prominent Green Bay 
people having a hand in preparing the 
editorial page. In 1S-43 it was insisted 
that Mr. Ryan who had been working 
in the office, should take hold of the 
paper and he did so though his con- 
nection with it was not known until 
1844. 
and thereafter he conducted its 


destinies until 1S47. 


The paper was then moved to Fond 


cu Lac. where it was still known as 
The Republican.

came out as the Signal, maintaining] 
an existence there for two years more. 
At the beginning of 1S53. P. H. Smith. 
Anson Ballard and others went to Mr. 
Ryan and prevailed upon him to re- 
move the paper to Appleton, where it 
was started under the name of The 
Cresent. Appleton then was scarcely 
anything but wocds and wilderness, 
and the support of a paper v.-as a 
precarious thing. There was very lit- 
tle money to be had anywhere. Three 
out of four of the pioneers who took 
the paper, and tl.ere were not many 
subscribers either in those days, were 
compelled to pay for it in wood or 
farm products. As an inducement for 
the establishment of the paper in. Ap- 
pleton. all the proceeding's of the coun- 
ty board were published in The Cres- 
cent at legal rates. "Cnder later condi- 
tions this would have been a very -fat 
take" as the printers say. but in those 
days the county orders were at a dis- 
count of about fifty per cent, were 
traded for groceries and supplies, and 
no one would give anything for them 
in cash. These county orders were ac- 
cumulated by some of the men who 
afterwards became well to do, and 
invested in tax certificates, for which 
they were accepted at their face value. 


The old Washington press upon 


which the Crescent -was first printed 
had a checkered career. 
It followed 


the fortunes of Sam Ryan fRpm Green 
Bay to Fond du Lac. then back to 
Green Bay and finally 
to Appleton. 


'When its usefulness 
had been out- 


grown in Appleton, it was sold to a 
firm in Oconto. and was finally burn- 
ed up in a.

In 1S55 Sam Ryan was appointed 


clerk of the court, and in 1S56 was 
regularly elected to the same office. 
At that time no salary was attached 
to the office, and the fees amounted to 
about J250 a year. In 1858 he -was 
reflected, but the «ipreme court de- 
cided that Shawa.no was not entitled 
to vote for the sheriff, district at- 
torney and clerk of the court in this 
county as it had been accustomed to 
do, and this threw Sam Ryan out, C. 
A. Haymer being 
declared elected- 


Thero were then only the Democratic 
and Peoples Party tickets in the field, 
the Republican party not being rep- 
resented in this part of the country 
until a year or two later. 


With the breaking out of the war, 


Sam Ryan, in 1861 raised a com- 
pany of troops to be joined to the 
Fourth Infantry. 
This company how- 


ever disbanded after it had been in 
camp a short time, on the ground that 
it was not fully enrolled.

time everyone was clamoring- that the 


i war would not laat six weeks. 
Sam 


Ryan then 
enlisted in the 
Third 


Cavalry, and occupied 1he office of 
quartermaster sergeant until the re- 
organization of cavalry, when many 
,if the officers were mustered out, Mr. 
Ryan aii'ong them. 


In 1864 Mr. Ryan was elected to 


the assembly, and while the legisla- 
ture was in session he was elected 


county judge, an office which he held 
until 'lS73. when tho'late J. B. Har- 
riman was elected to take his place. 
In November, 1873, he w»» elected 
justice of the poace, which office he 
held continuously until 1892. Prom 
1S73 to 1S92 also he was clerk of the 
second district school board, and it

Ions and faithful service that when 
the new high school building: came to 
be named it was

building, after Clerk Sam Ryan- 


In 1S55 Mr. Ryan was elected trn»- 


tee of the Appleton Cemetery Associa- 
tion, a position which he held as long 
as he lived, uutil he was the only 
survivor of the original organization. 
In those days the cemetery wa» locat- 
ed along the 
railroad track shortly 


southwesterly from the present North- 
western freight 
station, burial lots 


were sold for four dollars each, and 
so little money was realized that there 
was none for keeping the cemetery in 
decent condition, so that a '"bee" had 
to be organized occasionally, at which 
every body turned in and helped clean 
up the grounds and put things in or- 
der until the next time. In 1S72 the 
movement for the location of River- 
side Cemetery was started, the Credit 
for it in great measure being due to 
the efforts of the late Judge J. E. 
Harriman. 


In the winter of 1S35 Judge Ryan 


was appointed consul 
to St. Johns. 


Newfoundland, but the rigorous cli- 
mate was unfavorable to him, and 
within a year he was obliged to resign. 
While in Newfoundland his eyesight 
began to fail, but upon his return to 
Appleton. although in frail health, he 
continued to do some editorial writing 
for The Crescent.

When I was working as reporter 


for The Post, one of the' stopping 
places on ray morning news route was 
at the justice's office of Judge Sam 
Ryan. In those days the warfare be- 
tween The Post and The Crescent was 
of the roost implacable and deadly 
character. 
Principally it was over 


politics. The Post being of Republican 
persuasion and The Crescent Demo- 
cratic, and the heat of political feel- 
ing and expression then, as against 
similarly now. being about as molten 
lead compares with dishwater. 
But 


the two papers were antagonistic upon 
most other matters as well, so that 
when one took one side of a question 
it might safely be assumed that the 
other would support the reverse. Aleck 
and Tom Keid were no neophytes at 
vitriolic editorial 
expression, but I 


always had a secret feeling that Judge 
Ryan could "go them 
one better" 


when it 
came to knock-down and 


drag-out editorial fighting. The Reids 
usually stopped just short of apply- 
ing the term "liar," but Judge Ryan 
never hesitated, to call The Post and 
its makers liars. And yet in my rela- 
tions with him I found Judge Ryan to
